On  September  12th  Judge  Mr  Justice  Irwin,  ordered  a  “thorough 
recount”  of  all  4,605  votes.

Memorial  for  victims  of 

eyd  Pit  disaster 


THE  British  National  Party’s 
Stoke  City  councillors  were 
on  hand  to  meet  relatives  of 
miners  who  died  in  one  of  North 
Staffordshire’s  worst  pit  tragedies 
when  a  memorial  was  unveiled  in 
their  memory. 

The  iron  wheel  and  sandstone  plinth 
memorial  remembers  the  victims  of 
the  Sneyd  Colliery  disaster. 

On  New  Year’s  Day  in  1942,  fifty- 
seven  men  and  boys  died  at  Sneyd 
Colliery  on  the  outskirts  of  Burslem 
and  Smallthom.  They  shouldn’t  even 
have  been  at  work  but  due  to  the 
urgent  demand  for  coal,  to  help  the 
war  effort,  the  manager  appealed  to 
the  men  to  work  and  they  whole¬ 
heartedly  responded. 

At  7.50  am,  800  yards  below  ground, 
there  was  a  huge  explosion  in  the 


Seven  Feet  Banbury  Coal  Seam  in 
No.4  Pit.  Rescue  teams  brought  out 
four  injured  miners  and  three  bodies 
but  a  further  53  men  were  trapped  at 
the  coalface. 

Although  rescue  work  went  on  for  two 
days,  all  hope  of  finding  any  survivors 
was  gone  and  it  was  another  week 
before  the  final  body  was  recovered. 
BNP  councillor  Elbe  Walker,  met 
Beryl  Royle  of  Meir  Park,  whose 
father,  Albert  Hansell,  led  the  rescue 
teams  which  worked  for  eight  days  to 
recover  the  bodies.

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Early  release  puts 
the  public  as  risk

THE  Government’s  early  release 
scheme,  introduced  to  address 
the  issue  of  prison  overcrowding,  has 
led  to  more  crimes  being  committed. 

There  have  been  56  crimes  committed 
by  those  who  have  been  released  early, 
and  43  offenders  have  gone  on  the  run 
after  they  did  not  meet  the  conditions  of 
the  early  release  scheme. 

Over  100  prisoners  have  been  re-called 
since  the  scheme  began  in  late  June, 
but  so  far  only  83  of  these  have  been 
found  and  returned  to  prison.  Over 
700  of  those  released  were  in  prison  for 
violent  crime  and  over  400  convicted 
of  burglary  and  robbery. 

The  release  rate  is  also  much  higher  than 
the  Government  intended  with  predic¬ 
tions  for  the  total  to  number  around 
46,000  instead  of  the  25,000  that  the 
Home  Office  claimed  would  benefit 
from  the  scheme. 

This,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  prison 
place  shortages  have  resulted  in  some

Taxpayers  fork  out 
for  gypsy  buses 

TWO  free  buses  are  being  run 
by  Basildon  Council  to  take 
children  from  an  illegal  gypsy  site 
to  school  even  though  the  journey  is 
less  than  a  mile. 

It  is  costing  taxpayers  £30,000  a  year  to 
ferry  children  from  the  Dale  Farm  site 
to  Crays  Hill  Primary  School. 

The  council  usually  only  provides 
transport  for  pupils  who  live  over  3 
miles  from  a  school,  but  it  says  the 
service  is  needed  to  boost  attendances 
Crays  Hill  has  62  pupils  on  its  roll,  with 
all  but  two  from  the  gypsy  camp,  and 
attendances  have  been  so  low  that  staff 
sometimes  outnumber  the  children.

New  threat  on  Yorkshire’s  roads 


ONE-in-six  fatal  accidents  on 
Yorkshire’s  rural  roads  are 
caused  by  migrant  workers  from 
Eastern  Europe. 

The  figures  only  came  to  light  after 
North  Yorkshire  County  Council  started 
last  year  to  record  the  birth  place  of 
everyone  involved  in  a  car  crash. 
Insurance  claims  against  Polish 
drivers  in  particular  have  tripled  in 
the  past  two  years  and  drink-driving 
is  to  blame  in  many  of  the  accidents. 
A  council  officer  emailed  Freedom 
with  his  take  on  the  findings: 

“The  majority  of  Eastern  European 
drivers  are  men  aged  between  1 6  and 
24  who  speak  little  English.  They  pile 
people  into  their  cars,  drive  much  too

THAMES  Valley  police  force  is 
advertising  for  Polish  speakers 
to  answer  the  telephone  after  a  steady 
rise  in  calls  from  immigrants  from 
Poland  who  cannot  speak  English. 
The  force’s  police  inquiry  centres  take 
an  average  of  20,000  calls  a  week  with 
240  telephonists  able  to  converse  in  4 1 
different  languages. 

The  area  covered  by  the  force  has  seen 
a  huge  influx  of  migrant  workers  with 
Slough  Council  alone  reporting  9,000 
recent  arrivals  from  Poland. 

In  London,  the  Metropolitan  police 
force  is  facing  a  similar  problem  and 
is  advertising  for  Romanian  speakers. 
Translation  services  are  needed  to  cope 
with  spiralling  crime  rates  amongst 
immigrants  from  Romania.

FOR  the  past  12  months  the  British 
National  Party  has  been  exposing 
the  scandal  of  MPs  using  the  Additional 
Claims  and  Allowances  (ACA)  when 
they  don’t  need  it 

The  allowance  was  set  up  by 
Parliament  to  reimburse  overnight 
accommodation  costs  of  MPs  whose 
homes  are  so  far  from  Westminster 
that  daily  commuting  is  not  possible. 
Such  is  the  generosity  of  this 
allowance,  currently  worth  a  little 
under  £22,000  per  annum,  that  many 
MPs  have  used  it  to  play  the  lucrative 
London  property  market  by  buying 
second  homes  that  they  have  no 
obvious  need  for.  Many  use  “their” 
ACA  money  to  pay  the  mortgage 
interest  on  their  second  home,  as  well 
as  the  associated  utility  and  council 
tax  bills. 

In  reality  this  means  that  a  large 
number  of  MPs  are  abusing  this  Parlia¬ 
mentary  privilege  to  use  taxpayers’ 
money  to  fund  investment  in 
residential  property  which  will  at 
some  future  date  be  sold  for  an 
enormous  profit! 

Although  the  ACA  is  meant  for 
the  use  of  MPs  from  constituencies 
remote  from  London,  other  MPs  are 
claiming  it  as  well. 

Through  a  Freedom  of  Information 
enquiry,  it  was  revealed  that  18  MPs 
representing  constituencies  within  20 
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have  a  family  home  in  Brentford, 
a  mere  10  miles  from  Westminster, 
yet  were  claiming  over  £30,000  per 
annum  in  ACA  payments  between 
them,  presumably  on  overnight 
accommodation  or  a  second  home 
nearer  to  Parliament!

“Since  it  was  set  up  to  bring  national 
aviation  authorities  under  EU  control, 
the  EASA  has  been  beset  by 
management  problems  and  the  misuse 
of  resources.  It  is  literally  dicing  with 
death  to  give  it  any  more  powers 
when  it  can’t  cope  with  its  current 
responsibilities.  The  bottom  line  is 
that  passenger  safety  is  going  to  be 
compromised  if  the  CAA  has  its 
authority  undermined,”  he  said.

T  WAS  standing  room  only  at 
the  September  meeting  of  York 
BNP  to  hear  a  speech  from  Party 
chairman  Nick  Griffin. 

His  theme  was  the  four  essential 
constituents  of  a  stable  society  - 
resources,  economy,  democracy  and 
community  -  which  he  likened  to  the 
legs  of  a  table,  when  one  buckles  our 
society  is  no  longer  stable.

young  Ashley  Hedger  who  was  kicked 
to  death  by  a  violent  mob  who  had 
just  left  a  mosque  not  a  mile  from 
where  the  meeting  was  taking  place.

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Immigration 
responsible  for 
housing  crisis 


LAST  month  Building  Design , 
the  UK’s  principal  architectural 
journal,  published  a  letter  from 
Peter  Phillips,  the  British  National 
Party  member  who  polled  nearly 
20%  of  the  vote  in  last  year’s  contest 
to  become  president  of  the  Royal 
Institute  of  British  Architects. 

Peter  was  pleased  his  offering  was 


published.  He  told  Freedom’. 
“Perhaps  a  chink  of  light  is  appearing 
through  their  PC  armour,  or  perhaps 
what  I  said  is  blindingly  obvious 
and  they  are  aware  that  most  of 
their  readers  know  it.  Inevitably  they 
edited  it,  although  the  essence  of  my 
message  was  retained.”

PETER  PHILLIPS:  Britain  is  the  41 
most  densely  populated  country. 


Dear  Sir , 

Your  journalist  Will  Hurst  suggests  that  the  RIBA 
(Royal  Institute  of  British  Architects)  should  focus  its 
attention  on  housing  and  climate  change  as  key  ‘issues 
of  the  day’  (BD  31st  August  2007).  However  there 
is  little  point  in  doing  so  if  it  continues  to  ignore  the 
fundamental  cause  of  the  housing  crisis  -  namely  mass 
immigration. 

Government  statistics  indicate  that  at  least  83%  of 
the  new  housing  will  be  needed  for  recent  immigrants 
and  their  descendants.  That  is  why  housing  is  now 
unaffordable,  why  there  is  pressure  to  reduce  space 
standards  and  increase  densities,  to  build  more  high 
rise  flats  (which  are  unsuitable  for  families)  and 
consume  ever  more  countryside. 

The  Optimum  Population  Trust  estimates  that  the  UK’s 
population  needs  to  be  no  more  than  30  million  to  be 
sustainable,  and  any  fashionable  talk  about  ‘sustain¬ 
ability’  is  little  more  than  hot  air  if  it  doesn’t  address 
this  fundamental  fact.  At  60  million  and  rising,  we  are 
way  above  that  figure;  indeed  Britain  is  the  fourth  most 
densely  populated  country  in  the  world. 

But  with  the  indigenous  population  having  a  birth  rate 
now  down  to  just  1 .4  children  per  couple,  without  recent 
past  and  present  immigration  we  could  have  started  to 
see  a  gentle  decline  in  our  population,  allowing  for  the 


greater  number  of  single  households  and  our  longer 
life  expectancy  nowadays.  There  would  have  been 
no  need  for  mass  house  building,  in  fact  we  could 
have  seen  rising  space  standards,  the  replacement 
of  dense  estates  with  lower  density  housing,  and  an 
easing  of  our  overcrowded  and  increasingly  unpleasant 
environment. 

Losing  more  of  our  countryside  also  poses  a  serious 
threat  for  the  future.

WATCHING  the  queues  of  people  outside  of  Northern 
Rock  and  wondering  why  they  seemed  reluctant  to  accept 
the  reassuring  platitudes  of  the  politicians  that  their 
money  was  safe,  I  couldn’t  help  but  wonder  whether  this  could  be 
the  first  stuttering  of  the  Peak  Oil  Crisis. 

We  are  all  told  that  the  causes  of  Northern  Rock’s  troubles  can  be  traced 
back  to  the  mis-selling  of  mortgages  in  the  United  States  to  those  with 
a  poor  credit  history,  but  surely  the  gradual  hike  in  interest  rates  in  the 
US  must  play  a  part.  Both  in  the  US  and  here  interest  rates  have  been 
climbing  to  keep  inflation  under  control,  something  the  West  is  having 
to  grapple  with  as  the  price  of  oil  keeps  rising.  It  is  now  trading  at  almost 
$78  a  barrel  which  is  nearly  four  times  what  it  was  in  2002. 

With  OPEC  seeking  to  conserve  stocks  and  only  sanctioning  a  modest 
increase  in  production  of  500,000  barrels  per  day  from  November  this 
could  lead  to  oil  shortages  this  winter.
